Mr.  Chairman,,  Mrs*  Bishop  and  Gentlemenr 


I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  for  the  Rural  District  for  1959* 


The  estimated  population  according  to  the  Registrar  General*  s 
returns  has  fallen  by  10  although  the  natural  increase  of  births  over 
deaths  amounts  to  93* 


The  corrected  birth  and  death  rates  of  15*1  and  10.0  are  to  be 
compared  respectively  with  l6o5  and  11.6  for  England  and  Wales. 


There  were  three  infant  deaths  all  within  the  first  week  of 
independent  life  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  10.0  and  this 
is  the  lowest  recorded  since  1946.  It  is  to  be  compared  with  a  rate 
of  22.0  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  the  lowest  ever  obtained. 


The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  year 
was  304,  of  which  measles  accounted  for  209  and  scarlet  fever  42.  For 
the  second  succesive  year  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified 
despite  the  fact  that  climatic  conditions  were  such  as  would  be  expected 
to  favour  the  spread  of  the  disease.  Now  that  vaccination  against 
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poliomyelitis  is  available  to  the  general  public  up  to  40  years  of  age 
it  will  be  hoped  that  even  more  widespread  advantage  of  this  service 
will  be  accepted  and  that  the  danger  from  a  severe ;  crippling  disease 
will  be  obviated  as  much  as  possible » 


Unfortunately  the  incidence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  has 
remained  fairly  constant  since  1945  although  the  death  rate  has 
considerably  decreased.  Four  of  the  cases  were  under  20  years  of 
age*  B.C.G0  vaccination  is  available  to  all  school  leavers. 
Prevention  of  disease  has  been  spectacular  rniong  the  infectious 
diseases  where  sera  or  vaccines  have  been  found  which  confer  a  large 
degree  of  protection 0  Small-pox  and  diphtheria  have  almost  been 

obliterated  from  the  community  and  eventually  tuberculosis,  polio¬ 
myelitis,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  should  follow;  of  course 
results  must  depend  upon  an  enlightened  public  taking  advantage  of 
the  facilities  offered^ 


During  the  later  part  of  the  year  the  Public  Health  Department  was 
considerably  understaffed  due  to  the  resignation  of  the  Deputy  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  illness  of  the  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector*  Of  necessity  the  work  had  to  be  restricted  to  matters  of 
urgency  and  although  routine  duties  suffered  somewhat  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  it  was  possible  to  deal  satisfactorily  with  the  essential 
items  that  arose 0 


It  is  worthy  of  record  that  from  October  a  weekly  collection,  of 
house  refuse  throughout  the  district  was  started.  This  has  brought 
the  whole  rural  district  up  to  the  standard  enjoyed  by  urban 
communitieso 


I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  Mr*  Dunning  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  the  Public  Health  Staff  for  their  co-operation  and  I 
would  also  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  consideration  and  help  throughout  the  year.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


1.  CLIMATOLOGY 


The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  considerably  lower  than  in  the 
previous  year,  that  recorded  at  the  Faversham  Sewage  Works  being  24*16 
inches  as  compared  with  31.58  inches  in  1958,  and  at  Highsted  Water 
Works,  Sittingbourne ,  24*45  inches  in  1959  as  compared  with  31*26  inches 
in  1958* 


The  temperature  and  rainfall  as  recorded  month  by  month  at  the 
Faversham  Sewage  Works,  Highsted  Water  Works,  Sittingbourne  and 
Johnson  House,  Sittingbourne  can  be  seen  in  Appendix  **B"  and  nCn.

3,  POPULATION 


The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  the  District  as  given  by  the 
Registrar-General  was  20,340  showing  a  decrease  of  10  over  last  year’s 
estimate,  and  an  increase  of  626  over  the  1951  Census  figure.  The 
natural  increase  of  the  population  i.e.,  the  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  during  1959  was  93* 


A.  NUMBER  OF  INHABITED  HOUSES 


The  estimated  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1959  was 
6,482  as  compared  with  6,582  at  the  end  of  1958  -  a  decrease  of  100. 
There  were  14  houses  built  by  the  Council  and  59  constructed  privately 
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(total  73),  but  during  the  year  other  houses  ceased  to  be  used  as 

living  accommodation  either  by  reason  of  demolition  or  conversion  to 
other  purposes,  1/0

(ili)  Birth  Rate  -  The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  at  14.6  per 
1,000  of  the  estimated  population  shows  a  slight  decrease  as  compared 
with  14*7  per  1,000  for  1958*  The  corrected  birth  rate  for  the  area 
is  15.1*  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  16. 5  -  0*1  higher  than 
in  1958  and  the  highest  since  1949. 


(iv)  Percentage  of  Still  Births  and  Illegitimate  Rate  -  The 
percentage  of  still  births  to  total  births  has  decreased  from  2.6$ 
in  1958  to  1.7$  in  1959  and  the  illegitimate  rate  shows  an  increase 
from  4*8$  in  1958  to  6.0$  in  1959. 


(v)  Excess  of  Births  over  Deaths  -  This  amounted  to  93  for  the 
year  1959  and  shows  a  slight  decrease  as  compared  with  the  corresponding 
figure  for  1958  which  was  124  and  is  slightly  lower  than  98  which  was 
the  figure  for  1957. 


(vi)  Table  I  shows  the  number  of  births  and  birth  rates  since  1946. 
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2.  DEATHS 


(a)  The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  or  assigned  to  the  area 
during  1959  was  205,  of  which  103  were  males  and  102  were  females. 

This  is  an  increase  on  the  number  (186)  which  occurred  in  the  previous 
year  but  as  will  be  seen  from  Table  I  the  number  of  deaths  occurring 
in  1959  is  below  the  average  for  the  past  fourteen  years.

(b)  The  crude  death  rate  at  10 01  per  1,000  of  the  population  shows 
a  slight  increase  over  that  of  the  previous  year  (9*1  per  1,000).  The 
corrected  death  rate  for  the  area  is  10.0  which  compares  favourably 
with  the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  11.6.  This  is  0.1 
lower  than  that  for  1958. 


(c)  Table  I  shows  the  number  of  deaths  and  death  rates  since  1946 
and  Table  2  shows  the  causes  of  death  during  1959  as  classified  by  the 
Registrar-General  under  36  headings  based  on  the  Abbreviated  List  of 
the  International  Statistical  Classifications  of  Diseases,  Injuries  and 
Causes  of  Death.

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3.  INFANT  MORTALITY 


There  were  3  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age  during  1959. 
This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  of  10.0  per 
1,000  live  births,  this  is  the  lowest  recorded  figure  over  the  past 
fourteen  years.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  country  as  a 
whole  is  22.0  per  1,000  live  births  and  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in 
this  country.  It  was  0.5  per  1,000  below  that  for  195S,  the  previous 
lowest. 


The  number  of  infant  deaths  and  the  rate  per  1,000  births  for  the 
past  fourteen  years  in  the  district  are  given  in  Table  4*  Infantile 
Mortality  is  an  indication  of  standard  of  living,  environmental 
conditions  and  medical  care. 


All  the  infant  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  week  of  independent 
life.  This  perinatal  mortality  remains  fairly  constant  and  is  due  to 
adverse  influences  on  the  child  over  which  improved  environmental 
conditions  have  no  control. 


The  causes  of  Infant  Deaths  that  occurred  are  given  in  Table  3.

There  were  304  notifications  received  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  351  in  1958  a  decrease  of  47 o  Measles  accounted  for  209 
notifications  as  compared  with  255  in  the  previous  year  a  decrease  of 
46.  li/hooping  Cough  has  once  again  dropped  this  year  there  being  only 
9  cases  as  compared  with  25  in  1958.  There  was  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  42  in  1959  as  compared 
with  9  in  1958  and  increase  of  33.  There  were  onfy  23  cases  of 
Pneumonia  a  decrease  of  21  over  last  year*s  figure.  It  is  pleasing  to 
record  that  there  were  once  again  no  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  - 
Paralytic  or  Non-Paralytic  notified  in  the  area  during  the  year c 


FOOD  POISONING 


There  were  three  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the  year  - 
all  were  members  of  one  family  in  Borden  -  a  man  aged  43  years  his  wife 
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aged  45  years  and  an  elderly  relative  aged  80  years*  The  husband  and 
wife  were  admitted  to  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital  on  the  13th  June, 
1959  and  were  eventually  discharged  as  recovered. 


A  tin  of  prawns  which  had  recently  been  partly  constrained  was 
found  to  be  heavily  contaminated  by  Staphylococcus  Aureus.  From  the 
history  of  the  cases  it  can  be  presumed  that  the  food  poisoning  was 
due  to  Staphylococcal  Toxin. 

PARATYPHOID  FEVER 


Investigation  indicated  that  the  two  cases  of  paratyphoid  were 
associated  with  a  much  larger  outbreak  which  originated  in  Crawley 
and  spread  to  the  Medway  Towns  and  to  Sittingbourne * 

TUBERCULOSIS 


There  were  two  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during 
the  year  an  8  years  old  boy  with  tuberculous  glands  of  the  neck  and  a 
12  years  old  girl  with  a  tuberculous  hip,  both  were  admitted  to 
Hospital  during  the  year. 

There  were  11  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified,  an 
increase  of  2  over  last  years  figure,  this  is  about  the  average  for 
the  past  fifteen  years. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  13  patients  from  the  Swale  Area  were 
admitted  to  Hospital  or  Sanatorium  for  treatment.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Local  Authority  Health  Services  under  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  are  administered  by  the  Kent  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health 
Authority.  Those  services  include  the  care  of  Mothers  and  Young 
Children;  the  provision  of  Midwives;  Home  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing; 
Vaccination  and  Immunisation;  Prevention  of  Illness;  Care  and  After- 
Care  and  the  Domestic  Health  Services.  Mental  Welfare  and  the 
treatment  and  care  of  Tuberculosis  patients  is  provided  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


lo  Water  Supply 


The  rural  district  is  well  supplied  with  main  water;  the  parishes 
of  Hartlip  and  Upchurch  are  supplied  by  the  Medway  Water  Board,  Bobbing, 
Iwade,  Lower  Halstow  and  Newington  by  the  Sittingbourne  and  Milton 
Urban  District  Council;  Oare  by  the  Faversham  Water  Company  and  the 
remaining  parishes  by  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company 0 


A  further  IS  premises  were  connected  to  the  new  main  at  Denstroude, 
a  particularly  encouraging  figure  as  3  properties  which  were  considered 
to  be  well  outside  the  area  to  be  served  by  this  main  were  in  fact 
connected  to  it.  There  were  also  4  cottages  at  Luddenham  connected  to 
a  main  which  brought  the  total  during  the  year  to  22. 

This  leaves  approximately  28  houses  in  the  district  which  have  no 

main  water. 


2o  Drainage  and  Sewerage 


Work  commenced  on  the  Boughton  scheme  in  March  and  was  well  advanced 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  In  addition  to  providing  a  disposal  works  it 
has  also  enabled  the  abolition  of  many  cesspools • 


Unfortunately  progress  with  the  Upchurch  and  Bapchild  schemes  has 
not  been  as  quick  as  hoped  for  and  these  were  not  started  in  the  year 
1959. 

The  parishes  of  Boughton,  Oare,  Teynham,  Lynsted,  Iwade,  Newington, 
Lower  Halstow  and  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Borden  and  Rodmersham  have 
sewerage  facilities » 
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3.  Public  Cleansing 


This  service  is  administered  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 


(a)  Refuse  Collection 


In  October  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  houses  throughout  the 
district  was  inaugurated  and  has  worked  very  satisfactorily. 


The  very  dry  summer  was  very  much  appreciated  in  many  respects  but 
it  did  occasion  considerable  difficulty  and  expense  in  controlling  fires 
on  the  tips.  This  was  a  somewhat  mixed  blessing  as  although  Newnham 
tip  had  to  be  abandoned  for  a  time  it  did  enable  this  tip  to  be  brought 
under  control. 


The  tips  at  Selling 9  Newnham  and  Borden  continue  to  be  used  but 
that  at  Borden  is  filling  faster  than  was  anticipated. 

(b)  Cesspool  Emptying 


An  additional  new  machine  was  provided  In  June  and  this  has  reduced 
considerably  the  time  between  request  for  and  actual  emptying  of  the 
cesspool.  This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  gives  hope  for 
further  steps  in  the  improvement  of  this  very  essential  service  of  the 
Council. 


The  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  disposal  points  continues. 


A.  Rodent  Control 


There  is  one  operator  on  the  staff  responsible  for  survey  work  and 
also  for  carrying  out  treatments  for  disinfestation  of  premises.  No 
charge  is  made  for  treatment  to  private  dwelling  houses  but  for  business 
premises  there  is  a  charge  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the  work.  Where 
the  occupier  prefers  to  carry  out  the  work  himself  advice  is  freely 
given  and.  a  large  number  of  farms  in  the  area  are  adopting  this  method. 
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During  the  year  a  total  of  117  treatments  (Local  Authority  7, 
Business  4>  Private  101  and  Agricultural  5)  were  carried  out  and 
re-infestation  necessitated  21  re-treatments. 


The  number  of  premises  involved  in  these  treatments  was  768  and 
resulted  in  6  cwts  of  poison  bait  being  eaten  by  the  rats  and  mice. 


5.  Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 


(i)  During  the  year  54  visits  were  made  investigating  cases  of 
infectious  disease  and  30  rooms  were  disinfected. 


(ii)  There  were  only  17  visits  concerning  complaints  re  vermin 
not  a  very  serious  problem  in  this  area. 


6.  Fly  Control 


The  refuse  tips  are  dusted  regularly  throughout  the  warmer  months 
with  a  malathion  based  powder  -  a  treatment  which  has  proved  effective 
and  simple  in  operation.

FOOD  AND  FOOD  SUPPLIES 


The  standard  of  food  premises  throughout  the  district  is 
reasonably  satisfactory  but  efforts  are  made  continuously  to 
improve  this  standard.  In  the  course  of  the  year  17  informal 
notices  requiring  repair,,  cleansing,,  washing  facilities  etc,,,  were 
served  and  15  of  these  had  been  complied  with  at  the  end  of  the 
year 5  the  other  two  were  receiving  attention. 


Unsound  Food 


Diseased  or  unsound  meat  or  similar  food  is  stained  green  and 
disposed  of  by  recognised  firms  manufacturing  fertilisers  and  glue 
etc.  Tin  foodstuff  which  has  been  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption  is  dealt  with  by  destruction  of  the  tin  and  burial.

SECTION  VII 


HOUSING 


A  total  of  3B  houses  have  been  demolished  during  the  year  and  6 
have  been  closed  for  human  habitation.  Ten  families  numbering  in 
all  33  persons  have  been  rehoused  by  the  Council*  It  is  essential  in 
this  rural  area  that  demolition  and  rehousing  programmes  are  linked  as 
closely  as  possible  but  a  steady  progress  is  being  maintained. 


Improvement  Grants 


This  work  is  administered  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  is 
continuing  to  make  a  useful  contribution  towards  improving  housing 
conditions  in  the  district.  During  the  year  53  applications  covering 
69  premises  were  approved  for  discretionary  grants.  The  total  cost 
involved  was  £15 ->960  and  of  the  69  premises  43  were  let  and  26  owner 
occupied.  There  were  also  8  applications  for  standard  grants  approved 
at  a  cost  of  £995* 


The  high  proportion  of  houses  for  letting  that  are  being  improved 
is  being  maintained.

New  Houses 


A  total  of  73  houses  were  built  during  the  year  59  by  private 
enterprise  and  14  by  the  Council.  This  figure  has  decreased  from 
that  in  1958.

The  number  of  camps  in  use  continues  to  dwindle  being  only  17 
in  1959  and  accommodating  about  2,750  people.  It  is  difficult  now 
to  get  improvements  in  conditions  but  this  is  offset  to  a  large  degree 
by  the  much  lower  density  of  occupation. 


Caravans 


There  are  two  licensed  sites  in  the  area  one  in  the  eastern  end 
at  Graveney  and  the  other  at  the  western  end  at  Upchurch,  The 
Graveney  site  is  for  12  vans  and  has  main  water  and  flush  closets  at 
the  rear  of  the  adjoining  public  house.  The  Upchurch  site  is  for  72 
vans  and  has  main  water  laid  on,  drainage  facilities  washhouse  and 
flush  closets. 


Both  sites  are  well  maintained. 


In  addition  the  Council  has  licensed  a  site  at  Iwade  as  a 
temporary  measure  to  provide  accommodation  for  personnel  employed  on 
the  construction  of  the  bridge  at  Kingsferry  and  the  new  road  leading 
to  it. 


There  are  a  small  number  of  single  caravans  on  isolated  sites 
throughout  the  district,  but  these  give  very  little  trouble.  At 
certain  seasons,  such  as  fruit  picking,  there  is  a  considerable  number 
of  vans  all  over  the  area  and  control  of  these  is  difficult  but  efforts 
are  made  to  improve  the  standards  each  year.
